Stay put until you get word to come out. 


Important: If you see a bright flash of light, take cover instantly.

Chapter 92, Section 36 of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954 requires the Assessors to give notice to 
bring in lists of taxable property ; if no lists are brought 
in, NO CLAIM FOR ABATEMENT. 


In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident 
taxpayers are hereby requested to bring into the asses- 
sors true and perfect lists of their polls and all of their 
estates, real and personal, as of April 1, 1962. 


The polls of all persons who have attained the age of 
70 years are exempt under Chapter 914A, Section 10, of 
the Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954. 
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NOTICE 


The assessors will be in session at the Municipal Of- 
fices on the 11th and 12th of April, from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. 
for the purpose above stated. 


ATTENTION DOG OWNERS 


Chapter 100, Section 10 of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, requires: ‘On or before the first day of 
April of each year, the owner or keeper of any dog six 
months old or over shall apply to the city or town clerk 
either orally or in writing, for a license for each such 
dog owned or kept by him.” 


Chapter 100, Section 13 of the Revised Statutes of 
Maine, 1954, notice: ‘Whoever keeps a dog contrary to 
the provisions of Section 9 to 28, inclusive, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $25 to be recovered 
by complaint before any trial justice or municipal court 
in the county where such owner or keeper resides.” 


NOTICE TO PERSONS STORING BOATS 


All persons providing storage for boats, for either 
residents or non-residents of Eliot should obtain the 
following information: Correct name and address of boat 
owner, make, model, size and if inboard or outboard mo- 
tor. If motors are stored information as to make, model 
and horsepower should be obtained. 


The law provides that where the owner of property is 
unknown it can be taxed to the person in possession. 
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NOTICE OF STREET REQUIREMENTS 


Any property owner who is planning to hot-top a 
driveway connected to any highway should contact 
either the Road Commissioner or the State Highway 
Supervisor according to jurisdiction. It may be neces- 
sary to correct a drainage problem or to prevent a con- 
dition which might be objectionable or hazardous to 
traffic. 


Anyone planning a street with the intention of re- 
questing the town to accept it as a public way should 
first obtain information as to the requirements of the 
town as to width of right of way, construction and drain- 
age, etc. 


JUNK YARDS 


All citizens should be advised of the existing ordinance 
in respect to operating a junk yard or automobile grave- 
yard so-called. Chapter 100, Paragraph 137-144 of the 
Revised Statutes of Maine states that three (3) or more 
unused, discarded, inoperable or junked vehicles, or 
bodies and engines thereof constitutes a junk yard. Such 
establishments are required by law to be licensed and 
operated under regulations set forth by aforementioned 
State Statutes. 


Those with junked, discarded or inoperable vehicles 
in their possession should cooperate in disposing of them 
so that we may offer a more attractive, presentable town 
and countryside to our friends and neighbors.

To the Selectmen of the Town of Eliot: 


With the approval of the fifty fourth article at the 
town meeting of March, 1962 our board of selectmen on 
behalf of the townspeople and the planning board made 
the necessary arrangements for the beginning of a 
comprehensive plan for the Town of Eliot. 


Most of the rest of the year was spent accepting 
trailer applications and waiting for the Federal govern- 
ment to allocate the funds and approval of our contract 
with the James Sewall Co., of Old Town, Maine. 


During the spring of 1962, aerial photographs of the 
town were taken and in the summer a door-to-door sur- 
vey was conducted by this firm. 
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The first fruits of this program were harvested on 
January 31, when a representative of the Sewall Co., on 
request of your Planning Board, presented preliminary 
figures on school population and housing. However, it 
was explained that no concrete figures or recommenda- 
tions could be justifiably presented by the Sewall Co., 
until the whole comprehensive plan was completed in . 
the fall of 1963. 


For the remainder of this year, your Planning Board 
will be meeting with consultants to work out all the 
various phases of our study. It is hoped that once com- 
pleted we shall be able to present to the Citizens of 
Eliot a blue print for intelligently planned progress in 
every facet of our Town’s growth.

Once again I would like to call attention to the age of 
our two (2) pumpers. The Seagrave pumper which was 
purchased new by the Town of Eliot in 1939 is now 
twenty-four (24) years old. The Mack pumper which 
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we purchased through Civilian Defense for $50.00 will 
be twenty-two (22) years old this year. Both of these 
trucks are Class “B” trucks and the insurance under- 
writers are suggesting the purchase of a Class “A” 
truck. We have started a capital reserve fund for the 
purchase of a Class “A” truck. 


We held at the fire station a twelve week course on 
fire fighting this year. This course was taught by two 
state instructors. We were very fortunate at the end 
of the course to obtain a building to burn. This gave us 
an opportunity to practice what we taught at the 
school. 


I would like to explain the pumping out cellars and 
wells situation. At one time we had two electric pumps 
and one gasoline pump, these pumps were or are very 
old and expensive to maintain. One of the electric 
pumps was “junked” two years ago because the cost of 
overhauling was too much, and the second pump was 
“junked” this year for the same reason. The gas pump 
was at a repair station from April until November wait- 
ing for parts, so we feel therefore that we are spending 
too much money for the maintenance of them, and that 
it would be too expensive to replace them. They served 
as an accommodation for only a few people and that the 
cost, upkeep or replacement is out of proportion with 
the service rendered. We know that there are people 
that do this type of work for a living, and we feel] that 
we should let them take care of these situations. 


Sixteen of the forty fires this year were dump fires 
which cost the town approximately $300.00. Most of 
these fires were caused by so called ‘‘dump pickers” who 
burn up the scrap to get the salvage. This situation 
should be stopped! 


We have had installed this year an automatic device 
which sounds the alarm ten (10) times. This relieves 
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the “red phone” operator from trying to do too many 
things at once. 


We have also purchased a citizens’ band radio out of 
company funds. This enables us to receive and trans- 
mit with the local police and also the Tri-County emer- 
gency band. 


The Junior Firemen are being reorganized and will 
be back with us this spring. | 


The Ladies Fire Auxiliary has been very active this 
past year. The members have served refreshments at 
two of our dances and at the new Eliot Post Office’s 
open house. They have also mailed out new fire cards 
to all box holders. A very successful rummage sale was 
held at the fire station and the proceeds from that and 
other money making activities was used to purchase 
three new folding banquet tables for use at the fire 
station, twelve new card tables, five pair of window 
- drapes, and four wall lamps.

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REPORT OF THE ELIOT HEALTH COUNCIL 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of the Town of Eliot 


I herewith submit the report of the 
Eliot Health Council: 


During the past year the Eliot Health Council has 
oobserved its twentieth year of organization, although 
it was active before organization under the sponsorship 
of the PTA. 


It is with pride that we report that we continue to 
be self supporting and will not request financial assist- 
ance from the town again this year. The speech therapy 
program has run in the red and we have asked the 
School Board to budget the program as other area 
towns have done. The importance of this program in 
teaching children to speak correctly by overcoming 
speech defects is important to their future well being 
and assists them in their reading ability which is a 
basis of need throughout their educational years. We 
feel the program is worth its support and approval in 
the school budget. 


On the fourth Thursday of each month the council 
sponsors a child health conference for all pre-school 
children in the vestry of the South Eliot Methodist 
Church. Dr. Thomas §S. Conroy of Portsmouth is the 
attending physician and he is assisted by Mrs. Marea 
Clement, public health nurse, Mrs. Harry Walker, R.N., 
conference chairman, Mrs. Charles Powell, chairman 
of the council, and members of the council. Mrs. Joseph 
T. Bishop and Mrs. Carleton Staples are co-chairmen 
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of a nutrition education program at the conference 
which is one of a few such programs offered in this 
state by Health Councils. 


Other programs offered by this organization are 
sodium flouride treatments which were given to grades 
2,5, and 8, plus 3 year olds. Physicals are given in the 
schools and Diabetic Week was observed with a clinic 
in November. Representatives have attended such 
health programs as the Health Council Institute and 
speech and hearing workshops at the Portsmouth Re- 
habilitation Center and Plymouth State Teachers 
College. 


We invite townspeople to take advantage of our loan 
closet in times of illness. Such items as crutches, wheel- 
chairs, therapy walkers, hospital beds and many other 
items needed in sick rooms are available. We ask only, 
that the items borrowed be returned when they are no 
longer needed in order that they will be on hand for 
use by others. Mrs. Powell is in charge of the loan 
closet. 


A more detailed report may be read in the public 
health nurse report and we would like to express our 
appreciation for the assistance and cooperation ex- 
tended to this organization by both Dr. Conroy and 
Mrs. Clement and to thank townspeople for their sup- 
port in the programs we offer in better health for our 
community.

I hereby submit my report as Health Officer for the 
Town of Eliot for the past year ending Feb. 1 ,1968. 
The following contagious diseases were reported:

There were seven cases of dog bites reported and in- 
vestigated. I would like to remind the people of Eliot 
that all dog bites should be reported to me when they 
occur, there is a set procedure in these cases and all 
legal and medical responsibilities can be settled at the 
time they are reported. 


I held two immunizations clinics both in May with 
Dr. Thomas Conroy administering the injections and 
also with the much appreciated help from members of 
the Eliot Health Council. 


The immunizations given at the two clinics are as 
follows: Diphtheria Tetanus—79; Salk Polio Vace.— 
93 ;. Smallpox Vacc.—53. 


I wish to thank Dr. Conroy for his assistance and 
also for the time and recommendations he contributed 
to the town in matters of health. 


ELIOT TOWN REPORT 49 


The State Department of Health and Welfare ap- 
proved the reappointment of Daniel Kroska as plumb- 
ing inspector and Wesley Remick as alternate plumbing 
inspector for the year of 1963. The town is fortunate 
in having two such conscientious men as their plumb- 
ing inspectors. 


I have made many trips to inspect the town dump 
this year as there have been many complaints about 
conditions there. There is a fine of up to $100. for 
dumping dead animals at the dump or any where else 
that they would present a nuisance or health hazzard. 
Dumping of any type of animal manure is also banned 
for reasons of health and sanitation. I sincerely hope 
that this next year the people who use the town dump 
will be more considerate about what they leave there. 


I am available in the schools two mornings a week 
Monday and Thursday from 8:15 to 9:20 in the primary 
school, for the convenience of those parents who wish 
to have a certificate signed for school re-admission of 
their children. It has been the policy in the schools for 
the last four years that any child out of school three 
days on account of illness should have a doctors certifi- 
cate or see the health officer before returning to class. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen for their 
cooperation and help given me many times this year 
and also all the other persons to numerous to name who 
helped make this a successful year for me as health 
officer.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Eliot — 1962 


Your public health nurse is a member of the staff 
of the Department of Health and Welfare, Division of 
Public Health Nursing. She renders what is termed a 
generalized service. This means the nurse give service 
to people in their homes, in schools, and in the com- 
munity. 


Home visiting is the phase of the program that ties 
all the rest of the activities together. It is in the home 
that we find those interested in the health of the indi- 
vidual members of the family so it is there that the most 
important aspect of public health nursing is carried out. 


The highest number of visits is in the 6-12 age 
group. The next highest is in the newborn to school 
age group. Many cases are found through school and 
preschool programs. An increase is being noted in the 
adult group. 


Services to schools are given in the following manner: 


(1) Selected screening tests of vision and hearing. 
Visual acuity is rechecked each year at the request of 
the teachers. Hearing tests with the puretone audio- 
meter is an annual event. The 1962-63 tests will be 
given in January to all pupils in grade 2 and those in 
other grades referred by the teachers. Parents are 
notified if there is need for further evaluation. Visits 
are made as necessary to help plan for this and carry 
out recommendations. 


(2) Responsibility for follow-up of conditions found 
at school physical examinations. 
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One hundred and ninety-eight physical examinations 
have already been given by Dr. T. 8. Conroy. Grades 
three and six will be completed early in 1963. Your 
public health nurse and health council members assist 
him. Parents have been notified of the following con- 
ditions which need to be evaluated by the physician of 
their choice: 


. Heart murmurs 
. Spinal curvature 
Hernia 

. Infected throats 
. Skin conditions 


Visits will be made as necessary to the homes to help 
families obtain correction of these defects. 


(3) Registration of children entering school. In May 
an afternoon was spent at the primary school with the 
teachers in interviewing parents of the children about 
to enter school in the fall. The purpose of this was to 
discuss health problems. Visits were made to home if 
findings warranted it. 


(4) Periodic visits to school personnel. The elemen- 
tary supervisor and high school principal are visited 
frequently, either to report progress in the treatment 
of a school child, to obtain information regarding a 
child known to the nurse, or for referrals of health 
- problems suspected by the teachers. The latter are dis- 
cussed with the teacher and when it is considered 
necessary home visits are made. Teachers at each school 
know how and when the public health nurse may be 
reached. 


(5) Home visits to children with known or suspected 
health problems. One reason a large part of the public 
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health nurse’s time is spent visiting the homes of school 
children is that nearly half of this group is under con- 
stant surveillance of an adult trained in observation. 
When unusual behavior indicates a health problem 
teacher-nurse conferences frequently result. A visit to 
the home to find the cause and help alleviate it is often 
the next step. Follow-up of conditions found in visual 
and hearing tests as well as physical examinations at 
child health conferences account for many more. 


Monthly child health conferences are a service offered 
for infants and preschool children. Ten are held each 
year. A physical examination is offered each child. Dr. 
Conroy is the physician here, also. Your public health 
nurse attends to discuss health problems and plans for 
their correction. Health council members assist.

It is a satisfaction to note that all but three smallpox 
vaccinations, two diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough, 
and four polio immunizations in the first column were 
given to infants. This shows that children are obtaining 
their protection against these communicable diseases 
during infancy, a time when it is most needed. 


It is hoped that this gives some picture of the ac- 
complishments of the past year. Public health nursing 
service to individuals in their homes is the unique 
function of the nurse. Her specialized knowledge and 
skill in nursing care of the sick in the home, her skill in 
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observation and case finding, her wide knowledge of 
health and welfare resources are available to any family 
in town. Some of the home visits in Eliot have been 
made to help with rehabilitation of the handicapped 
and to refer families to appropriate resources. Children 
with cystic fibrosis, epilepsy, cerebral palsy and polio- 
myelitis have been referred to clinics in Portsmouth 
and Portland. Regardless of whether diagnosis and 
treatment are obtained from a clinic or a private physi- 
cian your public health nurse is ready to help families 
carry out recommendations.

I herewith submit my eighth annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools of Eliot. 


Schools in Eliot officially began the 1962-63 school 
year on September 3, 1962. However, this date was a 
legal holiday, and for this reason the opening of schools 
took place on September 4, 1962. 


The first day of school activities began with a teach- 
ers’ meeting at a morning session in the South Berwick 
Civic Center auditorium. This meeting included all the 
teachers of School Union No. 5. 


After the morning session, the teachers met with the 
several principals of the different schools for special 
instruction prior to the admission of pupils on Wednes- 
day morning, September 5, 1962. The afternoon session 
was allocated to the teachers for the preparation of 
materials, assignments, etc. for efficient teaching on 
the very first day of school.

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It will be noticed that a change was made in grade 
assignments last fall so that the sixth grade is now 
housed in the Central School and the seventh and 
eighth grades are in the L. V. Dame School. It was 
necessary to make this adustment because of the 
crowded conditions. 


Pupil Progress 


Pupil progress in the several schools of Eliot has 
been satisfactory. Pupil attainment has been evaluated 
on the basis of the judgment of well informed and 
efficient teachers, plus a strong supplemental program 
of testing with standardized tests. With these methods 
of evaluation it may be stated with certainty that the 
progress of the pupils has been satisfactory. 


The most important part of the Primary School 
program has to do with the foundation work in Read- 
ing. In this particular area of Education, the Primary 
School program has shown consistant and encouraging 
growth. The impetus to the Reading program gained 
by teachers who took a special course in Reading as a 
part of the Boston University extension program, has 
been a most important item in the development of good 
readers in the Primary School. Pupils have benefited 
from a new emphasis on phonics. 


In the fall of 1962 a new supplemental program in 
phonics was introduced in the first three grades. This 

has caused much extra work for the teachers, but it 
has also made more professionally minded teachers 
and more efficient teachers. 


Pupil progress in the High School has been very 
satisfactory. The success has been due not only to 
good teaching, but also to improvements in the ad- 
ministration of the school and the general morale. 
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Another factor that has been very helpful in having 
satisfactory and successful schools is the close coopera- 
tion between the home and the school. In this respect 
the Parent-Teacher Association has made a contribu- 
tion. Cooperation between the home and the school has 
been excellent. It is well to note that the relation be- 
tween these two important institutions has been pro- 
gressively closer year by year. This does not imply 
that the relationship has been unsatisfactory in the 
past, but it does, however, indicate that there has been 
growth and improvement. 


Cooperation between the home and the school is 
more important today than ever. It is not necessary 
to go into details, but the opportunities for young 
people to become delinquent are multiplied in compari- 
son with conditions which existed a generation ago. 
Therefore, there is a great need for hand in hand 
working of the home and the school in our efforts to 
help our youth educationally, socially, and morally. 


Textbooks 


The textbook expenditure has been consistently 
higher during the last two years. Indications are that 
this is a trend which will continue indefinitely. 


The budget provides money for a considerable num- 
ber of new textbooks for the coming school year. Some 
of these are replacements for books that have become 
damaged, some are for new series where the old edition 
has ‘become obsolete, and some of the funds go for 
new books to care for the increased enrollments. It 
may be reported that our textbooks are in good con- 
ditions only on the premise that new books may be 
added this year in accordance with our policy of re- 
placing books as often as necessary. 
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Repairs 


The repair program for the present year was un- 
usually heavy due to the replacement of the oil tank 
at the Primary School, alterations in the High School 
office, and certain expenditures in connection with the 
heating systems at the Central School and the Laura 
V. Dame School. There were also added costs because 
of vandalism. Every effort is being made to keep re- 
pairs at a Minimum in view of the plans for new build- 
ing construction. If there is any possibility that the 
Town is going to maintain either one or both of the 
wooden school buildings, the budget for repairs will 
have to be increased considerably. The classroom 
shortage is critical. 


The budget does provide for painting the woodwork, 
including sash, of the Primary School building and 
the High School building. 


Budget 


The budget shows a large increase over the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. The increase is due largely to the 
fact that a new salary schedule had to be adopted 
which became effective during the last school year. 
This was necessary in order to meet a certain degree 
of competition in this area for good teachers. It is 
planned to put the teachers fully on the salary sched- 
ule for the coming year. 


Another cause for the increase in the budget is due - 
to the fact that the inventories during the last two 
years have been either completely or almost entirely 
depleted. This hardly seems like good business, as we 
already have had some interference with the teaching 
program because of lack of supplies. In a school system 
the size of Eliot, there should be an adequate inventory 
of supplies and materials at all times. 
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Another reason for the increase in the budget is 
due to the fact that there is no sizeable balance of un- 
expended funds which might serve as a cushion in 
estimating resources for the next fiscal year. 


Every advantage has been taken of possible re- 
sources. For the benefit of those who wish to count 
every possible resource, the estimated resources under 
P. L. 874 have been budgeted for the full amount re- 
ceived during the 1962 fiscal year. This is a calculated 
risk and entails the possibility of a special town meet- 
ing if funds are exhausted before the fiscal year closes 
in February 1964. 


In order to continue the standards of Education 
necessary in the “Space Age’, it seems necessary that 
more financial aid should be provided at the state level. 
The present method of computing state subsidy to the 
several municipalities of the State of Maine seems to 
need revision. In the first place, the subsidy is inade- 
quate for most communities, and secondly, it is not 
entirely accomplishing its purpose. To illustrate my 
point, may I call your attention to the fact that the 
heavy financial inducements offered to municipalities 
who will consolidate under the Sinclair Act are not 
resulting in the consolidation of many of our small 
high schools as was intended. 


Another point which seems to be worthy of con- 
sideration is the fact that any towns which are offer- 
ing good education are penalized in subsidy because 
they are not consolidated. Many towns including Eliot 
are penalized up to $100 per high school pupil in ac- 
cordance with the footnotes of the subsidy formula 
when the high school is within fifteen miles of an- 
other small high school in some adjacent or nearby 
community.

ARTICLE : To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for Maintenance, 
Repairs, Equipment, Social Security and Miscellane- 
ous Expenses for all schools. 


ARTICLE : To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the purpose 
of hiring a Physical Education teacher for the High 
School. (Appropriation $2,000.00, September 1963 
to February 1964, based on estimated salary of 
$4,800.00 for the whole year). 


ARTICLE : To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 toward the 
purchase of a new 60-passenger school bus with the 
provision that the old 1957 GMC Bus #4 be turned 
in as part of the payment.

ARTICLE - To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the School Board to use the balance in the 
School Bus Capital Reserve Fund, if necessary, 
toward the purchase of a new school ‘bus. 


This report is followed by separate reports from the 
Elementary Supervisor and the Principal of the High 
School. There is also a complete financial statement 
which closes my annual report. 


I wish to express my thanks as usual for the splendid 
cooperation which I have received during the past fiscal 
year of the Town and the present school year. This 
is also an opportunity to express my appreciation for 
the privilege of serving this community as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. I expect this will be the completion of 
my work as a public school administrator in this par- 
ticular capacity. It is with a degree of satisfaction that 
I review the past eight years, and in retrospect see 
the building of the first gymnasium in the Town, the 
enlargement of the Primary School, and the plans for 
the building of a new elementary school. It was also 
a step in the advancement of Education when the 
School Union was divided as of July 1, 1960. This was 
a step to make possible more efficient administration. 
The improvement has been outstanding. 


There has also been noteworthy improvement in ad- 
ministration, teaching, and pupil progress. 
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It would be extremely negligent on my part if I 
failed to mention that the growth and improvement of 
the Eliot school system has been due not only to the 
efforts of the present superintendent of schools, but 
also to the splendid cooperation of many other people. 
The work of the previous superintendent of schools 
should be mentioned, as a sound educational structure 
is the result, as a rule, of the combined study and work 
of able administrators over the years. 


In my note of appreciation, I would be lax if I failed 
to mention in particular such groups as the School 
Board, the Selectmen, Budget Committee, and the 
Building Committee which have also contributed so 
much to the progress of Education. It has been my 
pleasure to work with these groups and also a large 
number of citizens who have ‘been helpful and en- 
couraging. 


I must mention the work of the several principals 
and members of the teaching staff who have made 
commendable contributions. In particular, I wish to 
mention the faithful work that has been done by my 
office secretary during my administration. Her services 
have been invaluable in days which may prove to have 
beeen crowded with more activity than may ever occur 
again. 


I wish to extend to the School Board and the Citizens 


of Eliot, Maine, my best wishes for the future, and 
may the best of Heaven’s blessings be yours.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF ELIOT HIGH SCHOOL 


This report is presented in compliance with a request 
from Superintendent of Schools Hubert E. Redding for 
the 1962-1963 school year 


School was opened September 5 with 12 teachers 
and a guidance director, a half time secretary, two 
custodians, and a student body of 209 pupils. By mid- 
term the student body had increased to 214. 


Physical changes in the school included an automatic 
bell system, installation of a counter and partitions in 
the high school office, construction of audio visual 
storage shelves, construction of bookshelves in the 
storage room. 


All books and materials were centralized and an 
inventory of all materials in the school system com- 
pleted. 


Following the auditor’s report by Harrison E, Lamont, 
public accountant of Kittery, Maine, all monies were 
centralized at the Community Trust in Kittery under 
the heading of Eliot High School Consolidated Accounts. 
A new set of books incorporating a single entry system 
was then established. 


General mechanics for facilitating work flow were 
reviewed and some changes made. The following are 
examples. A registration card which also serves as a 
duplicate report card was developed, printed and placed 
into use. Consolidation of procedure and use of the multi- 
purpose room was placed into effect. A system for main- 
taining detailed records was organized. Clarification of 
the grading system was formulated and published. A 
custodian handbook and job analysis was processed. 
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This year a testing program under capable leadership 
was consolidated and established. Among the first stan- 
dardized tests administered to all ninth and eleventh 
grade pupils was the two day long Iowa Test of Educa- 
tional Development, a test measuring educational back- 
ground anl growth. This test, which showed the school 
averages above the national norms, gave evidence of a 
solid educational system. 


A very successful guidance program was initiated and 
expanded to include a required weekly period of orienta- 
tion for all freshmen. 


Following a study of need and interests of pupils an 
activity period was scheduled twice weekly. This included 
twelve activities in which 70% of the student body par- 
ticipated. 


In conclusion the year 1962-63 has shown itself to be 
a successful cooperative schoo] endeavor. 


The superintending school committee has shown cour- 
age, far sightedness and a deep concern for the youth of 
the community. The teachers have displayed adaptabi- 
lity, understanding and dedication to their profession. 


Although there is room for curriculum improvement 
and a great need for more space and adequate facilities, 
it is my pleasure to report to the superintendent of 
schools that the basic educational system at Eliot High 
School is sound. |

This coming year we will need one new teacher for the 
new eighth grade, because this grade will have three 
sections instead of two. Notice that the two fifth grades 
have a very high enrollment. If next September we 
should have an increase in this grade we would have to 
make three sections instead of the present two sections. 
This would mean a new sixth grade teacher as well as a 
new classroom. The only room that would be available 
would be one of the coat rooms at the L. V. Dame School. 


Thanks to the Eliot Health Council we have continued 
the Speech Clinic this year. We have had as high as 
thirteen pupils participating each week in the program. 
As soon as the speech teacher feels that a pupil has 
overcome his difficulty he is graduated and another pupil 
who is having difficulty is enrolled. This is a very worth- 
while project and one I hope will be able to continue in 
the future. 


The teachers of the first, second and third grades 
report good progress with the new supplementary read- 
ing program. To help this program I have been able 
to establish a small library in the office so that each 
class may get extra books to read. This is very im- 
portant as it helps to create the desire to read by the 
individual pupils. 
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In addition to this the Eliot Library conducts a story 
hour every other week for our lower grades. These 
sessions are very well attended and create quite a lot of 
interest by the pupils to use the library. 


The Health Council has given physical examinations 
to all the third grade and sixth grade pupils, also Junior 
High School athletes. 


Audiometer tests for hearing were given to the second 
grade pupils by the County Health Nurse also to pupils 
of other grades referred by their teacher. 


This year working with the new guidance counselor, 
Mr. March, Eliot High School Principal, Mr. Dalessio, 
and the L.V.D. Principal, Mr. Moore, we have worked 
out a more comprehensive testing program, one that we 
feel will give much better results than has been achieved 
in the past. This program will start with the Sub 
Primary grades and will extend through the high school. 
It will include Achievement Tests, Intelligence Tests and 
Aptitute Tests. These tests will be used by the teachers 
as a guide to helping the pupils to find their place in the 
school curriculum. 


In closing I wish to thank all people who have helped 
make this a successful year.
